*ho Pueblo Woman Was Always the Heart 


of tlio Household. 


When the men went down to the 


fields, the pueblo was really in control 
of its rightful owners, the women. In 
these old communities tho woman was 
the important partner in the household. 
She was the owner of tho house and all 
it contained. She built it and furnished 
it with its utensils of daily use. The 
children traced descent through tho 
mother and took her cAaii name. The 
man's position, other than more pro- 
vider, was that of an honored guest, 
and if he presumed disagreeably on his 
position more likely than not he was 
sent back to his own home. Far from 
being the general slave and pack animal 
that is her sister of the plains tribes, 
tho Puoblo woman's duties were purely 
domestic, and if sho ever worked in tho 
field if was for tho common good, to 
save the scanty harvest in time of need. 


Tho grinding of the many colored 


corn for broad, the weaving and the 
making of pottery wore her principal 
occtipations, and arc to this day. The 
Pueblo Indians aro par excellence tho 
potters of tho southwest, and it will bo 
confessed thai, thoy corno fairly by tho 
title, as an examination of some of the 
old time ware will prove, although in 
this ca&e, as in some others, the evolu- 
tion has not beou for tho better. 


In the small house cell or in the white 


sunlight the potter sat, and, with 
scarcely any tools at all, fashioned such 
specimens of tho potter's art as to chal- 
lenge admiration from us with all our 
appliances. The use of the potter's wheel 
was unknown, and the "throwing" of 
a shape by this means out of the ques- 
tion ; but with a hollow bit of baskot- 
waro or a piece of broken pot for a sup- 
port all tho forms from, a simple food 
bowl up to the largest and most elabo- 
rate water jars wore builc up by coil on 
coil of clay, smoothed or modeled in 
pattern as tho vessel grew, and when 
0110 examines some of tho ancient pieces, 
notably those excavated by Dr. ITewkea 
of the Smithsonian institution, one can 
but marvel. 


Then camo tho decorating; and in ev- 


ery case, from the simplest to the most 
elaborate and intricate symbolic design, 
mo must confess that the Indian uses 
the truest inceptive and fundamental 
art prmcipwis. There never is any waste 
of energy Ih. "effect." The design al- 
ways means a concrete thing, which 
appeals to the understanding of the In- 
dians for whoso use the utensils aro. 
Through those saino pottery forms and 
thoir decoration runs one of the stron- 
gest chains binding the old to tho new. 
Near me are two tinajos, or wator jars. 
One is many generations, perhaps cen- 
turies, old, the other perhaps five years, 
and yot in shape and general decoration 
they are much alike, and if the newer 
one was properly "toned" thoy would 
pass as of the samo period.—ITernand 
Lungreri in Century.

of Humboldt, .Lander and other coun- 
ties, suffered severely by the depreda- 
tions of the red men. Tbe sufferers 
prevented itemized aouounta of their 
lossea, which were subscribed and 
• worn to in accordance with an act of 
tbe Legislate re. 
Now after many 


years, the General Government urged 
and sparred to action by our Senators 
and Representative sent a commissioner 
to Nevada to inquire into the losses of 
tbe settlers and to take the testimony 
of witnesses aa to the value of the 
property stolen or destroyed by the 
hostile Indians. 
Tue commissioner 


spent a day or two in Eastern and Cen- 
tral Nevada and then left for San 
Francisco. The Silver State says, H. H. 
McColley, who ha-j a claim of many 
years' standing, which he desired to 
present to the commissioner, arrived in 
Wlnuemucca with his witnesses to have 
his and their testimony taken by the 
commissioner, to Qnd that that gentle- 
man had left for San Francisco several 
days before. 


The JOURNAL submits that this 13 un- 


fair to tbe early settlers of Nevada who 
explored its wilds with their lives in 
their hands and paved the way for sub- 
sequent settlement of tbe country. 
The writer was among the pioneers of 
Hamboldt and on several occasions 
with other citizens, spent days and 
nights ohasinglndians to recover stolen 
stoek. Many settlers lost heavily from 
Indian raids, and though the Indians 
were tbe wards of the Government the 
Government has shown very little die- 
position to remunerate the settlers for 
tbe losses they sustained at the hands 
of its wards. 


Mr. McColley is one of many citizens 


whose property was stolen or destroyed 
by the Indiana. He lives many miles 
from Winnemucoa, and us soon us not- 
ified that n commissioner team Wash- 
ington would be at Winnemucea to 
take testimony in his case, he repaired 
with hia witnesses to that place at con 
slderahte expense, but found no com 
missioner upon hia arrival. 


This is a matter tbat deserves the at- 


teutiou of our Senators and Represent- 
ative m Congress. The depredations 
were committed years ago and it re- 
quires time to get wifuesses of the 
loaaes sustained together, bat when 
that is donetoflud tbat the commis- 
sioner who was expected to remain sev- 
eral days, has left the State, 13 to say 
tbe least, exasperating. 


It should be borne itimind that those 


Indian depredations claims are sepa- 
rate and distinct from the Nevada war 
claims. The latter were for moneys 
expended by the Territory of Nevadd 
and its successor, the State of Nevada, 
In organizing, equipping and paying 
volunteers, while the 
depredations 


claims are for losses of stock, and 
other property stolen from individuals 
by hostile lodiani. 


I-IUS CONGUKSSIONAI, NOMINATION. 


The JOUBNAL is authorized to say 


that Hon. Francis G. Newlands will be 
a candidate for the nomination for 
member of Congress before the State 
Silver Convention, which is to meet in 
this city, September 8tb.

test between the advocates of bimetall- 
ism and the gold trust to change its 
Congressional delegation.

Practically all the replies 
received by tbe Herald are to the eflTeo 
that Colonel Bryan will be tbe candi- 
date and that free coinage will be the 
supreme issue. 


The gold men of both tbe old parties 


will endeavor, of course, to subordinate 
the monetary question to minor issue? 
Tbat will be their groat aim and object 
in tbe ensuing elections and np to the 
time> of the meeting of tbe National 
Conventions m 1900.

A Busy Lumbering Town With 


Home* nnd Sappy Reildento. 


The busy little" town ot Overton is 


situated on the Sierra Valley road 
about eight mile from Traokee. The 
houses are well and substantially built, 
having good stone foundations and are 
well painted. One feature of the town 
is that the houses are all painted alike, 
a light yellow with white trimmings, 
which gives the whole place a neat ap- 
pearance. The streets are sprinkled 
duily and uuliKe most milling towns 
they are smooth and free from dust. 


There are between twenty and thirty 


buildings and more ai e being construct- 
ed t is said there will be one hundred and 
twenty five more built. This give em- 
ployment to many carpenters. The 
town is lighted by electricity. 
Each 


cottage and cabin has elaot'ric lights. 
It presents a ..very pretty sight in the 
evening outlined against the dark bills, 
tha lights twinkling and the bright fire 
which burns the waste material from the 
mil), shedding its warmth and bright- 
ness ail around. There are one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven men employed 
in the place. The average wages are 
about $2.25 per day. 


To the left of Overton, among the 


pines, is a small village of tents called 
by the unromantlo name of Sag Town. 
It is said to derive its name from the 
number of cloth booses it contains. 
White Hamlet would be much more 
appropriate. It is a pretty place. 


One thing Overtoil lacks which would 


make it much more picturesque is 
shade trees and inclosed yards.

The people are busy and happy, there 


being no *'idle hands,"consequently no 
"mischief." There is not a saloon ia 
the place, nor will the management 
allow any. Many Beno people are 
employed in Overton, among whom are 
the Curtis brothers, who are busy 
building cottages for those who fire 
anxious to have their families with 
them. Probably Bag Town will be but 
a memory when all tho cottages are 
completed. 


The working hours are from 6 A. M. 


to 6 P. M., with an hour at noon. The 
hours are all right but the working days 
include Sunday. 


There are two railroad tracks leading 


into the town; one broad gauge and 
the other a narrow gauge. The former 
runs to Trnckee and baa a branch road 
running to O. Lonkey's camp for logs. 
The narrow gauge ia strictly a logging 
roaa and goes to Barton's camp. From 
Key's camp the logs ars hauled by 
horses to the railroad and loaded on 
the cars. In spite of the fact that all 
of these camps are supplying the mill 
the pond is sometimes empty. 


The mill ia & marvel of modern 


methods for sawing lumber. It is H 
large building, throe stories high and 
baa a capacity of 125,000 feet and the 
mill pond has a capacity of 2,000,000 
feat. Comparatively few men are em- 
ployed considering the amount of work 
done. The reason for this is that there 
is en much labor saving machinery. 
The logs turn themselves on the carriage 
and the boards go off on the rollers 
without assistance. Besides the band 
and circular saws there ia a gang saw 
which 
ciita thirty 
boards in two 


minutes, one fire saw slasher, for cat- 
ting slabs, one nine saw trimmer, 
which trims the lumber an even length, 
throe outting-off sawa for cutting up 
timber, one single lath bolter for cut- 
ting laths, pickets, etc., and two 
edgers. 


The furnaces are self-feed log, the 


fuel being saw-dust. The waste ma- 
terial not used in the mill is carried by 
an endless chain quite u distance from 
the mill and burned. 


There are two engines, manufactured 


by Edw. P. Alhs, Milwaukee.

The box factory has just commenced 


work this season aad is expected to run 
all winter. The mill runs from the 
first of May to the flrat of December, 
The water power is furnished by Sage 
Hen Creek, three miles distant, and is 
piped to the town. The pressure at 
the mill is one hundred and ten 
pounds.
